Dr .Hoechst Becomes * Victim to 


Overwork in the Practice of 
. , . 


Hit Profession. 


i« 


DK. HAUI.EIGH B. HOECHST, a highly 


respected citizen of East Berlin and 
one of the most promising young phy- 
sicians and surgeons of the county, 
died at his home last Thurslay after- 
noon from an affection of the heart, 
aged about 32 years. The end to this 
young life came sudednly in. .the flush 
of a career of great usefulness. 


Dr. Hoechst had been in ill health 


for some time past, caused by a gen- 
eral breakdown in attending a rapidly 
increasing practice. For purposes of 
rest and recuperation 
he 
recently 


spent several weeks in the balmy cli- 
mate of the Bermuda (West India) 
Islands, accompanied by his wife. He 
returned from the trip just a week 
before his death, greatly benefitted, 
having gained in weight and apnafr 
ently fully restored to health. He re- 
sumed the practice of his profession 
and on Wednesday, preceding the day 
of his death, assisted Dr. T. C. Miller, 
of Abbottstown, in a surgical opera- 
tion. 


Dr. Hoechst was a son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Isaac H. Hoechst of East Berlin, 
formerly residents of Reading town- 
ship, this county. As a boy he was of 
a studious turn of mind and proved a 
talented and brilliant scholar while 
in the public schools of his district. 
He'entered the teaching profession at 
an early age, teaching in the schools 
of Reading township for several terms 
and'then attending Eichelberg Acade- 
my at Hanover. He began the study 
of medicine with the late Dr." F. C. 
Wolf, a well known physician of East 
Berlin, and eompletell his course in 
medicine and surgery at the Universi- 
ty of Maryland iti Baltimore;' 


After receiving his degree he mov- 


ed to Oklahoma, where he began the 
practice of his profession, but about 
a year thereafter, returned to hiis^ for- 
mer home,* where he took: up the prac- 
tice of Dr. Fackler, the latter having 
moYed^tq York, becoming associated^ 
with Dfrcharles Wolf, who laT 
tired and in a remarkably short time 
liA.. acquired, an. extensive. p^av^Jie, and., 
"it was his self-sacrifice in aronwHtiEr" 
to the duties of his profession which 
undermined his health, and finally re- 
sulted in his untimely death. 


Dr. Hoechst was married to Miss 


Mary Hartman, a daughter of Jacob 
Hartmau of East Berlin, who survives 
together with his parents and a broth- 
er, Prof. Coit Hoechst, principal of 
schools at Bedford, Pa. 


The funeral took place on Monday, 


Feb. 28. The services were conducted 
by Rev. W. H. Miller of the Reformed 
Church of that place, assisted by Rev. 
Geo. 
W. Welsh of Spring Grove. In-

MRS. 
EUZAHETU BELLEK. widow of 


Captain Beller, died in Wichita, Kan., 
last October, but no notice of her 
death has yet been published in any 
Eastern paper and the family had 
many friends and relatives in Adams 
county, and Berkley county, W. Va. 
She was a daughter of Dr. John Carp- 
enter, at one time a physician at Mc- 
tCnightstown, and the following ac- 
count of the family has been handed 
to us by a friend: During the Civil 
War Dr. John Carpenter was a young 
practicing physician 
at McKnights- 


town, Adams county, of which he was 
a native, and his wife, a Miss Zimmer- 
man, of an old family near Emmits- 
burg. Suffering with hemorrhages of 
the lungs he was compelled to give up 
a hard country practice and seek a 
milder climate, locating in Martins- 
burg, W. Va., purchasing an old-style 
Virginia homestead, corner S. College 
alley and W. King St., in 1860, the 
site now occupied by the fine residence 
of Dr. J. B. Snodgrass. About 1890 
he retired from practice, made his 
home with bis daughter in Columbus, 
and died about 1895, in his 95th year. 
He left a son. Wm., single, a B. & O. 
railroader, who died about 1890 and 
is buried in Greenhill cemetery, Mar- 
tinsburg. One daughter married a 
Mr. Chamberlin of near Orrtanna, and 
died young, leaving a child, Ruth, who 
spent some years with her grand- 
father in Martinsburg, and the writer 
remembers her only as sweet, bright- 
eyed, dimple-cheeked, little girl. She 
entered Ursinus College, became an 
expert bookkeeper and stenographer 
in Xew York, was given a trip to Eu- 
rope as a vacation, and is now secre- 
tary of the M. E. Church Board of 
Sunday Schools in Chicago. Another 
daughter, Malissa. I think, married a 
Mr. Lott of near Gettysburg, and lives 
in Kansas. Miss Lizzie, the youngest 
daughter, took care of her father's 
home long after her mother's death 


and up to her marriage about 1890 to I 
Capt. Wm. Seller, a union veteran, of 
Charleatown, W. Va. She was mar- 
ried by her cousin, Dr. Elderdice of 
Baltimore. 
They moved to Wichita, 


Kan., where he died abont 1900, leav- 
ing no children. 
She became helpless- 


ly crippled with rheumatism and re- 
tired to the Kansas Sanitariunl, Wich- 
ita, where she peacefully passed away 
Oct. 24, 1909, aged about 60 years. She 
was an intelligent Christian woman, 
a most devoted daughter, wife and 
friend; and though so helpless as not 
to be abel for years to move hand or 
foot to help herself, she was more than 
humanly patient and had a saintly and 
perfect hope and trust in God, and 
sighed and prayed for the day of her 
release from bodily woes so that her 
soul might, take its night to a happier 
home.".'She left her little property in 
Wichita to her ueice, Miss Ruth Chain- 
berlin, 
who writes: 
"Poor, 
dear 


auntie, sweet, bright and cheerful to 
the very last. I am not sorry she is 
gone out of her pain; but how I wish 
I might have seen her, and my great 
hope is that she passed away in her 
sleep, so that she had no realization 
of dying alone,—not one soul near her 
but the Infinite One. I had a letter 
from her, received after her death, 
and written just shortly before the 
end. 
My great consolation is that 


she was .contented and well cared for 
in the sanitarium. She was truly a 
brave soul. When t saw her in Perth 
a few years ago. all crippled, she was 
just as gay and bright as in> the old 
days in Martinsburfc."

DEVOTESLIFETO THE SCHOOL 


PROF. JOHN M. WOLF TELLS OF 


HIS LIFE IN SCHOOL WORK. 


Started to School at Six Years, Be- 


gan to TeacA at Fifteen and Has 


Taugnt Sixty Years. 


VI. 


At the risk of being called ati uld 


Fogy, I uoubt if the methods employ. 
ed by some teachers in come of 
the 


rural district-* are 
improvement of 


those employed by teachers forty years 
ago. 


I have been connected with our 


school system for years, aud came in 
contact with the products of our 
schools, aud in conversation 
with 


noted educators. 1 found that their 
opinion was, that with the advan- 
tages and machinery at hand the re 
suits are not what they should l>e. 


My opinion was, and still is. that 


the child at the close of its elementary 
work should be able to read not mere- 
ly pronounce words. That child has 
a good start aud can acquire a liberal 
education, whether he or she attends- 
a high school or not. 


The child should be able to speak 


and write correct English. If not, it's 
an indication that something is radi- 
cally wrong. - When the boy studies 
Latin, aud makes use of slang phrases 
iu couveiaation, there 
is certainly 


something wrong with his English. 


Again ; Children are not taught to 


spell. It is the opinion of almost every 
one that comes iu contact with their 
schoolwork. If the child docs not 
learn to spell in the 
elementary 


grades, he never will. The reason for 
the poor spelling iu many of our 
schools is ; the spelling book has been 
relegated to the rear, aud spelling is 
no longer taught as an independent 
branch. In my teaching, I have al- 
ways relegated the spelling book to 
the front. 


In taking charge of a school iu a 


rural district, a few years ago, 1 had 
a few pupils seventeen years of age, 
deficient in reading, spelling aud arith- 
metic. My predecessor was a boy of 
some IS years of age, unable to speak 
English. He was a relative of a mem- 
ber of the school board, which was no 
objection, if otherwise qualified, aud 
how be obtained his provisional cer- 
tificate, was a mystery to me. 


The district accepted the free school 


system some sixty years ago, but the 
people, old and young, with few ex- 
ceptions, speak Pennsylvania Dutch. 


There are a few people who think I 


am too old to teach. In fact I have 
beeu dubbed an "Old Timer." Rut 
their is nothing more beautiful iu the 
world, then to grow old gracetully, 
aud when numbered with the dead, it 
can be said, "He stuck to his profes- 
sion." "By their fruits ye shall know 
them." 


In taking charge of a school in I'euu 


township, York County Pa., in 1891, 
I had 77 pupils on the roll. Among 
this number I ascertained that during 
the previous school term, but one had, 
studied grammar, four geography and 
two United States history. The term 
before 1 took charge of the school it 
required four teachers to finish the 
term. 


1 reported 
the 
condition of the 


school to the board of directors, point- 
ing out the necessity of changing the 
textbooks and more school supplies. 
The school board 
authorized me to 


have the pupils supplied with the 
necessary books and supplies. 


I reorganized the classes, aud per- 


suaded the more advanced pupils to 
take up grammar, geography, United 
States nistory, mental 
arithmetic, 


algebra, aud Civil government, I 
taught the school 
four consecutive 


terms. 


After teaching the school the first 


term, the board erected the 
Park 


School 
building, and that relieved 


me of twenty five pupils.

ed the school one term after I quit, 
aud iu the Spring entered niy local 
normal at Center, took up Latin, aud 
the following September entered the

J knows 
district where a committee of three di- 
rectors wueu they near oi a good 
teacher go to the school and observe, 
aud go iiack to their board with rec- 
oruuuendatious and have secured an 
excellent corps of teachers.

A Lavender Town. 


One of the 
minor harvests 
that 


promise well is that of the lavender 
fields. 
I have seen some flourishing 


crops in the Hitchin neighborhood re- 
cently, says a writer in the London 
Mail. 
Comparatively few know of
